Laws Concerning The T'ffilin 

1. The commandment regarding the putting on of the 
t'ffilin is a very sacred one, and he who neglects to put on 
the t'ffilin (any male-Israelite from thirteen years old and 
upward) is to be classed among those who transgress the 
law in person. 

2. He* who puts on unfit fffilin, not only does he fail to 
comply with the commandment, "and thou shalt bind them 
as a token upon thy hand, and they shall be as phylacteries 
between thine eyes," but likewise utters many benedictions in 
vain, which act is considered a severe crime in itself. 

3. One shall be careful to buy t'ffilin from a scribe who 
is well versed in the law, and God-fearing. The straps 
should likewise be bought from a man who is religious and 
who worked them out for that particular purpose from very 
pure skins. 

4. The fffilin consists of battim (blocks) and leather 
straps dyed black, and in the battim lie the following foul 
sections of the Torah: 

1. Sch'ma (Hear, Oh, Israel). 2. V hay ah im 
shamoa (and it be if thou wilt listen) . 3. Kad- 
desh li kal Vkor (sanctify unto me all first 
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born). 4. V'hayah ki y'via'ko (and it will 
be when he will bring thee). 

These portions are written on white parchment. 

5. He shall adjust the phylactery on the hand first and 
utter the benediction Vhaniach t'ffilin, and after that he 
shall adjust the phylactery on the head and utter the grace 
al mitzvah t'ffilin, as it is written, and "thou shalt bind i\ 
on thy hand," and after that "they shall be as phylacteries 
between thine eyes." 

6. The benediction uttered on adjusting the phylactery 
on the hand must be said before the knot is tightened to the 
arm, and of the head before it is tightly fastened around 
the head. 

7. The place of putting the t'ffilin on the hand is on the 
muscle of the left (weaker) arm, inclining a little towards 
the body, so that when he lets down his arm, it shall be 
opposite his heart, and the place of putting the phylactery 
of the head begins from the roots of the hair, while the whole 
of the phylactery must lie on the hair only. 

8. He that is left-handed, must put on the t'ffilin on his 
weaker arm (i.e., on his left hand). 

9. After he has tightened the knot of the t'ffilin to his 
arm, he must tie the strap around his hand seven times, and 
after that he shall put on the fffUin on his head, thereafter 
turn around the strap on the middle finger three times, and 
the balance of the strap around the palm of the hand. 

10. The t'ffilin must be placed on the bare hand, and there 
shall be nothing intervening between the flesh and the 
fffilin. 

11. It is forbidden to converse in the time intervening 
between adjusting the fffilin on the hand and on the head ; 
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neither is it permitted to say Amen or any other important 
prayer, and if he had interrupted he must say the bene- 
diction over again. 

12. The fffilin must be adjusted and the benediction 
uttered while standing. 

13. While adjusting the fffilin one must have in mind 
the four sections of the Torah in which are embodied the 
unity of God and Israel's departure from Egypt, so that we 
can remember the miracles He had performed for us. 

14. No fffilin are to be put on either on the Sabbath or 
Holidays. 

15. One must not sleep while wearing the fffilin and one 
must not go to any unclean place ; he who is ill and cannot 
keep his body entirely clean is exempt from putting them 
on. 

16. The putting on of the fffilin on the hand and on the 
head are two separate and distinct commandments, and the 
non-fulfillment of one does not prevent the fulfillment of the 
other, i.e., if one has only one of the fffilin, or if on account 
of some accident he is able to put on only one, then he is 
compelled to put that one on. If he puts on the one of the 
hand he utters the benediction of the hand only, but if he 
puts on the one of the head he must utter both benedictions, 
and thereafter say baruch shem, etc. 

17. One must be careful to see to it that the black side 
of the straps should be on the outside. 

18. One must not take off the fffilin until after the prayer 
of uva Vzion. 
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19. The fffilin must be taken off while standing, first re- 
moving the bands from the fingers, then the phylactery from 
the head, and at last, the phylactery from the hand. 

20. It is a custom enacted by the sages to kiss the t'ffilin 
before putting them on and after taking them off. 
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SPEECH ONE 



Dear Parents and Worthy Assembly: 

It has been a custom from days of old that when a Jewish 
boy reaches the age of thirteen he becomes a Bar Mitzvah. 
From this day on he is considered a man and he is com- 
pelled to render an account not only regarding his acts, but 
also concerning the words he utters with his mouth and even 
his thoughts, because from that day on he is considered a 
Jew in the full sense of the word. 

The term Bar Mitzvah is applied to a boy of this age be- 
cause he is bound to observe all the religious duties and 
laws of Israel. He is a man in the sense that he must 
bear the burden of the Torah and its commandments. A 
Bar Mitzvah is 'the one that crosses the boundary of child- 
hood, when he is not accountable for his actions, and reaches 
the stage of a man who enters the Camp of Israel, when 
he is bound to honor and esteem everything that is dear 
and honorable to every Israelite wherever he is. 

One of the laws of our holy Torah is "Honor thy father 
and thy mother/' because they took pains to provide for 
their children. When I was a small child, my dear parents 
had no rest and enjoyed no sleep until I was raised up. 
They gave me a good training and taught me to be a useful 
man ; therefore, our holy Torah commands me to appreciate, 
honor and esteem my parents. 

And today when I am standing upon the threshold of 
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manhood, I consider it my holy duty to express to you, my 
dear parents, my gratitude, the gratitude of an obedient 
son who appreciates the value of your deeds. In the pres- 
ence of this honorable assembly, I make my sacred promise, 
to observe and keep all the commandments of our holy 
Torah, wherein are written the noble words: "Honor Thy 
Father and Thy Mother" My heart is ful of greatfulness 
to my good father and dear mother, who have brought me 
up until now. At present I am able to express my grati- 
tude but by mere words. But I hope that the time will come 
when I shall be able to express my appreciation by action 
and deeds. 

Indeed, I am aware, my dear parents, that I am still 
young and frail at this hour of transition from childhood 
to manhood. Therefore, I pray to you, my dear parents, not 
to abandon me to myself in the future. Continue to lead 
me upon the path of everlasting life, to teach me and to 
point out to me the true and upright path. . I am also aware 
that many a time I caused you anxiety and worry by dis- 
obedience; that many a time I departed from the good path 
whereupon you directed me to walk. But you, in your great 
kindness, forgave my disobedience, because I was but a 
mere child, and men are born with the inclination to do evil. 
Hitherto I was unable to distinguish between good and evil, 
but after I have become a Bar Mitzvah, and took the 
fffilin in my hand, as the sign of the holy Covenant, I 
understand how to realize the greatness of the crime which 
I have committed against you. 

Our holy Torah teaches us to honor the aged. We are 
bound to stand up before an aged person who comes into 
our presence, and to be attentive and listen when he speaks, 
because he is an old man and knows more than we do. The 
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vicissitudes of life gave him understanding what to^embrace 
and what to reject, and he is able to distinguish between 
good and evil ; therefore, I will keep this commandment with 
all its details from the day I have become a Bar Mitzvah. 
Honorable Assembly! I am aware of the fact that you, 
the honored and esteemed friends of my devoted parents, 
have come here not in my honor, but you have assem- 
bled here in the honor of my good parents. Therefore, I 
ask you that you give me a place among you, to consider 
me as one of your friends, and to point out to me the good 
and right path. From the depth of my heart I express my 
gratitude for the honor you afforded me in coming to our 
house, and I pray to the God of our fathers, Abraham, Isaac 
and Jacob, that also in future days we shall gather to cele- 
brate feasts of joy in one another's house. Amen. 
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SPEECH TWO. 

Dear Parents and Honorable Guests: 

Today I am standing upon the parting of the ways. On 
the ope side the thirteen years that have already passed by 
and in front of me a new path and a new world, a future 
world, which is still hidden and concealed from before me. 

My past, in which I have spent my childhood, and which 
has filled my soul with wonderful sweet imaginations and 
visions concerning the world and what it contains, is now 
taking flight into the great sea of the past, and my soul is 
full of yearning for those days of youth. And indeed, if my 
soul is full of the visions of the past days which I recollect 
with pleasure and enjoyment, at the same time I am proud 
of the future before me. Until this day I was a little boy, 
who had not the responsibility of a full-grown Jew; I was 
like the free bird, free and exempt from the yoke of the 
Torah and its Commandments, and my father was account- 
able for all my acts. But from this day on I am considered 
like any other Jew who is responsible for his acts and deeds. 

It is written concerning the children of Isaac, "And when 
the boys grew up, Esau was a hunter, a man of the field, and 
Jacob was a simple man, dwelling in tents." Concerning 
this verse, the Midrash states, "Rabbi Levi says: 'This is 
to be compared to the myrtle and the briar which grew one 
alongside of the other, and when they grew up and bios-

somed, the former gave forth its odor, while the latter gave 
forth its sting. Thus, all the thirteen years of their child- 
hood, both of them went to school and both of them came 
back from school. The thirteen years passed, and Jacob still 
went to the house of study, while Esau went to the house of 
idol-worship.' " Said Rabbi Eliezer, "It is the duty of every 
man to take care of his son up to thirteen years, henceforth 
he should say, 'Blessed be He Who had delivered me from 
the punishment of this one/ " 

My dear father, until this day I was like a burden to you, 
for uppn your shoulders rested the punishment of my sins. 
Like two angels of the Most High you and my dear mother 
accompanied me on my path, the path of life, that I should 
not stumble, and that I should not depart from the path of 
righteousness. You took care of all my wants and needs. In- 
deed, my dear parents, although I am too tender and young, 
nevertheless I understand the magnanimity of your acts 
which you have done for me until this very day. But, how 
can I in the least thank you for all the good and kindness 
you bestowed upon me, when I am still a frail youth, and 
the more so, when I know that you do not expect any re- 
ward or compensation from me, but your only desire is 
that I shall be a good man and a true Israelite. 

I promise you faithfully that from this day on I shall 
make every endeavor to observe and keep all the duties that 
are cast upon me in the capacity of a son of the people of 
Israel. 

Like our patriarch Jacob, about whom it is written in the 
Midrash that after the age of thirteen he visited the col- 
lege of Shem and Eber, thus will I not depart from the 
path of the Torah and its commandments, and wherever 
I go, in my ears shall ring, like a heavenly voice, the few 
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noble words, "I am a Jew." With all my heart and soul I shall 
be devoted to our people, our religion, and to our past which 
is full of wonderful, and sweet imaginations and visions. To- 
gether with all the children of my people I shall carry and 
suffer the tribulations and sufferings which befell my people 
from the time he was exiled from the land of his birth. And 
together with my people I shall hope and cherish for the 
future days, a future which is full of light and life. I shall 
love and esteem our holy language, the language of the 
prophets and seers in which they have expressed their 
prophecies and visions about the cedars of the Lebanon and 
the beauty of the Jordan, and which language has now been 
revived both in the land of our exile and in the land of our 
fathers, where its sun had set and from where it shall blos- 
som once more. 

And to you, Honorable Assembly, I give my gratitude 
from the depth of my heart and soul, for all the honor you 
have done to me and my parents, and in your presence I 
make a solemn pledge to endeavor to be a good member of 
society and a good * Jew. Amen. 




SPEECH THREE. 

Worthy Assembly: 

You have afforded us great honor this day when you have 
come to our house to take part in our celebration on the day 
I have become a Bar Mitzvah. I hereby express my deep 
gratitude for the love and friendship you have shown us 
by this. May the Lord God of Israel grant it that we shall 
be able to repay you in accordance with your deeds on the 
day of rejoicing and celebration. 

My dear Parents : You have brought me up and raised 
me to be prepared for this great, honorable day. Due to your 
untiring efforts on my behalf, I was able to reach this most 
important day. My good teachers, in whose hands you have 
entrusted my education, have succeeded in implanting in my 
heart wisdom and understanding, to know and understand 
how to honor the name of Israel, wherewith our people glori- 
fies itself, and to love and esteem our holy Torah, which is 
the soul and the life of our people. 

My sole desire this day is, that the Almighty God shall 
give me strength and courage to fulfill all that which I am 
bound to fulfill as a true son of Israel ; to carry the banner 
of the people of Israel ; to be proud of the name of Jacob 
and to observe and perform all that is written in our Torah. 
This day I have become a Bar Mitzvah, that is, from today 
on I am bound to observe, to perform and fulfill all the 
Commandments of the God of Israel, and His Torah. I 
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am no longer considered a small boy, at liberty to do what- 
ever I desire, but am a member of the Jewish people. From 
this day on I must be accountable for all my deeds, because 
I am now a full fledged member of our holy nation. There- 
fore, I give my solemn pledge in the presence of all this 
Honorable Assembly, to be faithful to our flag and to our 
people, to observe and perform whatever has been com- 
manded us, to love our people, to defend their existence, and 
to give praises of thanks to our Almighty God Who created 
me a Jew. And to you, my dear parents, I give thanks of 
gratitude for that you have brought me up to this day. 

From the day upon which I become eligible to belong to 
the Camp of Israel, I am ready to be one of the standard 
bearers of Israel, and with pride and honor I shall observe 
our holy traditions and keep away from whatever is pro- 
hibited to us. May the God of Jacob be with me and help 
me fulfill my promise. Amen, 
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SPEECH FOUR. 

Dear Parents and Honorable Assembly: 

Pray accept my gratitude for that you have come to our 
house today, on the day of my rejoicing, on the day I have 
become a Bar Mitzvah. Today I celebrate my thirteenth 
birthday, and I become one of the men of Israel among 
whose members I am to be counted. Today you have come 
to accept me with open arms into your midst and consider 
me as a member of the Jewish People, a superman, to be 
true to God and to man. You have come into our house 
to offer me your hand; a hand of love and friendship, and 
to bless me on the day I am to join the noble family of 
Israel, which was founded in very ancient times, in the days 
of our fore-fathers, Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. Indeed, 
you have done me great honor and I am unable to express 
my thanks to you for all this. 

Although I am yet young, still I am acquainted with the 
laws of our Torah and our religion which is the mother of 
all religions, and how happy I am that I was born and raised 
up a Jew. From today on I am a Bar Mitzvah, that is to 
say, from this day on I must so formulate my acts and be- 
havior, as to be worthy and deserving to bear the name of 
Israel. 

To be a Bar Mitzvah is to become a full-fledged Jew, a 
good man that knows to differentiate between the good and 
evil path. I am aware that I am still far from the true path, 
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and that I still have to learn a great deal until I shall fully 
comprehend all the duties that are cast upon me as a mem- 
ber of the Jewish People. Therefore, I ask of all of you, 
who as friends of my parents have come today to participate 
in my rejoicing, that from today on you shall likewise be 
my faithful friends, and show me the path of life upon 
which I shall walk. 

The foremost duty of every man in general, and of every 
member of the Jewish People in particular, is to appreciate 
the good and kindness which was done to him. And who 
has done me more good and shown me more kindness then 
my dear parents? They supported me and provided me 
with all my wants from the moment I saw the light of day 
until they have raised me to this very moment. They provided 
me with instructions in the Torah, and gave me light; they 
hired for me good teachers to teach me the Torah and wis- 
dom. They have succeeded in making me understand how to 
choose what is good and reject what is evil, and even on 
this very day they are still ready to do whatever will prove 
beneficial to me. Therefore, I find it a sacred duty to ex- 
press to you my gratitude for all the good you have done 
to me until this day, and also give you my blessings and 
thanks in advance for all the good that you are ready to do 
for me in the future. 

Dear Beloved Parents : I am unable to express to you now 
the feelings of my heart for your kindness, and I am un- 
able to find enough expressions wherewith to thank you, 
but my heart is alive to the fact that the holy duty that is 
cast upon me during my lifetime is to honor you, to esteem 
your name and memory, to love you and to always be obedi- 
ent to you. 

Now I beg of you Honorable Assembly, I am well aware 
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that you are not my guests, but the guests of my parents; 
you have come not to me, but to my parents. . Nevertheless, 
you have come in my honor on the day I have become a 
Bar Mitzvah, on the day I have come to put upon me the 
yoke of the Torah and its commandments, in accordance 
to what is written down in the laws of the Jewish religion. 

Fray accept me in your midst as a friend, for I am yet 
young and frail and in need of your guidance. 

May it be the will of the Almighty that we shall always 
come together only for the purpose of rejoicing and cele- 
brating. Amen.

SPEECH SIX. 

Israel and the Torah 

(By Rabbi Elias L. Solomon, Cong. KehUatk Israel, 
Bronx, N. Y.) 

My Dear Friends: 

This is the most important day of my life. For to-day 
I am admitted into the Brotherhood of Israel. To-day I 
become a full-fledged Jew, and, therefore, take upon myself 
the duties and responsibilities that rest upon every member 
of the House of Israel. No longer may I be a thoughtless 
child that knows not and cares not for anything better 
than the pleasure and the satisfaction of the moment. From 
to-day on I must always be conscious of the grand privilege 
that I possess in being a Jew, and I must try to prove my- 
self deserving of this great blessing and of the many other 
blessings that have been showered upon me from the first 
moment of my life. 

What a glorious thing it is to belong to that people which 
has given the world such great and valuable gifts! How 
proud should he be who bears the name Jew! For what 
other race or nation is there that can say, as Israel can, "I 
have been a blessing to mankind ?" What other people has 
given the world that which alone can make the world 
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happy, the belief in the one, only God, the Ten Command- 
ments, the law of morality, of justice, of goodness and of 
love? 

Other nations have taught the world the art of fighting, 
how to shed the blood of a fellow-man. Some have 
taught mankind how to appreciate the beautiful things, great 
works of art, grand paintings, magnificent buildings, sweet 
music, sublime poetry. Some have given us knowledge and 
have enlightened our minds through science, philosophy and 
literature. All nations have helped to give us the civiliza- 
tion we enjoy to-day. 

But can all the lessons taught us by other nations compare 
to any of the sublime truths our Bible teaches? Could 
society exist without the morality and the justice that the 
Decalogue enjoins? Can the world show anything grander 
than the Biblical command 11M lin* Jinnm "Love thy 
neighbor as thyself." Has the world yet reached the age of 
universal brotherhood, of liberty and of peace, of which 
our poets sang, and of which our prophets dreamed? And 
what nation is there that can boast of so many great men, 
immortal law-givers like Moses, inspired prophets like Isaiah, 
sweet singers like David, fearless heroes like Judah Mac- 
cabee, learned rabbis like Akiba, and numberless other sages, 
poets, philosophers, heroes and martyrs? 

This thought, my friends, the thought of the greatness of 
my people, fills my heart with pride and gratitude. I am 
happy to belong to that undying race that has been the 
teacher of mankind. I am proud to be a member of that 
people which, in spite of cruel oppression and relentless 
hatred, has shown to the world an example of devotion to 
God and of love to man. I am thankful to bear the name 
of the nation that has preferred to suffer contempt, malice 
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and martyrdom, rather than to give up its beautiful ideals, 
and which, under all circumstances, has been distinguished 
for morality, sobriety, for its beautiful home-life, its sublime 
spirit of love and charity, its patriotism, its faith. 

May I prove myself worthy of the privilege of belonging 
to the Jewish people. May my life be distinguished by the 
same zeal for our religion, by the same love for the beauti- 
ful ideals of our Torah, by the same spirit of goodness and 
benevolence that our people has possessed throughout its 
long history. And may God continue to bless me, as He 
has done hitherto with health and strength, that I may be 
able to carry out my resolutions, to do my full duty as a 
man, as an American and as a Jew. 

And you, my dear parents, what can I say to you, to show 
my deep feeling of gratitude for all you have done for me. 
How can I ever hope to thank you enough, dearly beloved 
father, for the constant care and affection you have show- 
ered upon me all these years? And you, dear mother, can 
I ever make any return for all the love and tenderness which 
you have shown me? How shall I show my appreciation 
and my love for you both? You have been my truest friends 
from my childhood days. You have been my advisors and 
instructors. You have tried to grant me every wish, to 
satisfy my every desire. You have worked, and labored, 
and hoped, and .prayed that I might grow up strong and 
happy. Many an axious day, many a sleepless night have 
you spent watching over me tenderly, when I lay tossing on 
a bed of sickness. You have rejoiced at my success, you 
have grieved at my disappointments. And every moment 
of my life you are planning how to add to my happiness, 
how to improve my health, to make of me a good and use- 
ful man, a worthy son of Israel. 
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For all this love, for all this tender care, my dear parents, 
I cannot hope to thank you enough. I can only try to de- 
serve your love and your kindness by trying to live as you 
would wish me to live, by endeavoring to become a good 
man, a true Jew. May God reward you by blessing you and 
your dear ones with long life, health, success and happi- 
ness. And this congregation, our country, Israel and all 
mankind, may the Lord bless with peace, prosperity and 
everlasting joy. Amen.

They who gave me this life and 
brought me into existence are no more. They departed from 
me and left me to my fate — all alone. 

My heart is still full of sorrow and woe, and my eyes are 
still wet from shedding tears. My tears dry very, very 
slowly. I shed bitter tears for my dear beloved parents 
who departed from me and left me alone, and I cannot and 
will not cease lamenting over them. 

Is it my fault that I am unable to forget them ? Am I to 
be blamed that their remembrance is still alive within me? 
1 can find no fault in my painful, bleeding and sorrowful 
heart.
